Schools of 
Journalism such as exist notably at 
Columbia and probably with 
quite as much effect at many 
other universities, are urK/ueslroii- 
ahlp helpful from niany v'teiv- 
points. The newspapers, the men 
and women who intend taking up 
newspaper work, and. let us hope, 
the public — these all benefit from 
them.

GENERAL j 

Following the comparative quietness which has characterized^ 
the fighting for the last few day.s yesterday's operations were a dc- 
cidecj change. On the whole, the Allies had the better of the 
fighting which was fast and furious throughout the whole tfieatre 
of war. TTir British distinguished themselves particularly 
in France, and the Russians made marked progress in Poland and 
generally along the whole eastern battle-front. 

FRANCE 

The Germans arc preparing to make an attempt to break 
through the Allies' lines at Arras. It is their intention lo sever the 
lines of connmunicalion for the British and French troops m West 
Flanders. Large forces of fresh German troops are constantly 
passinp through Liege and Louvain on their way to Ac battle-front 
in the vicinity of .Arras. < 

Between iNieuport and Oslend a fierce battle has been raging 
for three days, in spite of rain, floods, and snowstorms of great sev- 
erity. 

In the vicinity of Visny the fighting was very severe. The Ger- 

man.s advanced on the Allied trenches, and succeeded in reaching 
the wire entanglement. The British were then ordered to advance, 
and they drove the Germans back for over half a mile, capturing 
several of their trenches. To do this several bayonet attacks had to 
be made. 

Excepting in the vicinity of Rhcims, the Germans are endeavor- 
ing to resume the offensive all along the line. In ihr Vosges the 
enemy are using the very heaviest of their artillery; without, how- 
ever, doing very much damage. Tlie fighting around Soissoiis re- 
mains the same and the Germans appear to be waiting for reinforce- 
ments, before forcing the issue. 

RUSSIAN
